The first seven rais> proRram 
la re filled well, but had an excess of ordinary 
ones startinR. Palm Garden action, however, and 
was voluminous. 

The intended feat ire. tiie I’ick^ick Club Purse 
at a mile, had onl.v tliree starters and it fiiniished 
a biR upset by the defeats of For Fair and Ren 
Hampson. which hud absorbed most of the supiiort.

Phillips recently acipiired by the claimiiiR route. 
The horse’s victory was extremely fluky, for For 
Fair, under intelliRcnt ridiiiR, would probabl.v have 
wen off b.v himsi'lf. Another Harry Payne Whitney 
bred youiiRster, ruiiiiiiiR in the interest <tf .1. (). 
Talbott, scored a bracket when Roinbast, after .a 
rousiiiR drive by Robinson, munaged to outstay 
Henry It. 

Monomoy, favorite in the second race, could do no 
better than land in third place, Tlie Duke winniiiR 
after a mild drive from Ciass A. Miller Henderson’s 
l>aiiRhorne triumphed easily in the third race, with 
I’ontefract in second place and 'riioniwood third. 

After the finish, W. Ririiie advanced the winner 
from an entered price of $.a(H) to at which 

figure he secured him. ’fhere were threi' claims 
lodged for Pontefract and C. (). Red won him in the 
draw. The claimiiiR price was .$900.
